It has been frequently set out St* 
articles upon the atrocious methods 
of warfare practiced by the Germans 
that Nietzsche's philosophy of force 
and frightfulness has been their in­ 
spiration. 
Undoubtedly he popu »r- 
ized and disseminated that philotophy 
more effectively than any other Ger­ 
man thinker. 
But R tTanaptro* that 
Nietzsche himself 
merely

into 
philosophical form the practices lot g 
characteristic of Prussian aoldiita, 
A writar In The New Y’ork '1 ones 
calls attention to several quotations 
from history sustaining this view. Af­ 
ter the battle of Waterloo, 
Iob*rt 
Southey thus describes a visit to Bel­ 
gium:

war.
